Cattle Tuberculosis Cure Tests 
Will Be Conducted Here Soon 


Tests of the reputed cure for tuber- 
culosis in cattle recently evolved by 
George Kirkpatrick, of Portland, Ore., 
will be carried out immediately under 
the supervision and directon of Hon, 
George Hoadley, acting premier, min- 
ister of agriculture and minister of 
health. 

The decision was arrived at Satur- 
day after a conference at Portland be- 
tween Dr. P. R. Talbot, provincial vet- 
erinarian, Dr. R. M. Shaw, assistant 
professor of bacteriology, University of 
Alberta, and Dr, Kirkpatrick. 

The Alberta officials are now on 
their way home with a quantity of 
serum suflicient for tests upon 25 


25 cows, 
which number will be placed under 
supervision, 


The cure evolved by Dr. Kirkpat- 
rick has been pronounced successful 
following a series of tests made upon 
25 cows at Portland, The animals se- 
lected for testing have been in an ad- 
vanced state of tuberculosis, but after 
receiving treatments of this serum 
were passed by health authorities and 
pronounced fit for human consumption 
and were reported to be as good as any 
other similar food available. 

It is expected the cows will be su: 
pervised at the university, though it 
is possible that some will be distribut- 
ed to the various provincial experi- 
uental stations,

(A reprint of the editorial written 
hy D. A. McGregor, of the Vancouver 
Province, which won the gold medal 
awarded by the National Committee 
for the Celebration of the Diamond 
Jubilee of Confederation for the best 
editorial appearing in Canadian daily

SUPPLIES RELICS 
Well Known Dinosaur Field Explored 
Every Summer 

Nearly every spring since 1912, the 
veological survey of the Department 
of Mines has sent a collecting party 
Into the Red Deer river dinosaur field 
in Albert. Mach succeeding fall great 
massive skulls and other bones, care- 
fully packed, have been brought out, 
In the carly days of this work the 
Iransportation of these specimens 
often had to be done by the collectors 
themselves, but latterly the construe: 
tion of roads and the use of motor 
curs have helped solve the problem of 
Betting the “finds” out to the railway 
for shipment to Ottawa, 

The results of this) persistent  col- 
lecting in one of the richest dinosaur 
fields in the world are being placed, as 
fastas the specimens can be mounted 
and prepared, on exhibition in’ Cana- 
di’s national museum, The colleetion 
of dinosaurs on exhibition at Ottawa 
is one of the finest in the world, An 
eminent: palacontologist who recently 
visited the national musewn — was 
greatly impressed by the Canadian 
collection, and classed it second only 
to that in the American Museum of 
Natural History in New York. Both 
the National Museum in Ottawa and 
the University of Toronto Museum, 
have unique specimens, and anyone 
wishing to get a comprehensive idea of 
the Cretaceous dinosaurs of Canada 
should see both of these fine exhibits. 

Known In Eighties 

The Red Deer dinosaur field in’ Al- 
berta became first known in the 
eighties.

B.C. FIRST TO ESTABLISH 
OLD AGE PENSIONS 


Victoria, B.C., Aug. 20—Old age 
pensions under the joint dominion and 
provneial scheme are shortly to come 
into operation in British Columbia. 

At a conference last evening, Hon. 
Peter Heenan, minister of labor, Hon. 
Dr. McLean, enyreie of British 
Columbia, and_Hon. Dr. Sutherland, 
minister of public works in’ British 
Columbia, assurance was given, it is 
understood, that the British Columbia 
government would pass the necessary 
order-in-council, 

British Columbia will be the first of 
the nine provinces to bring the scheme 
Into actual operation, Under its pro- 
visions, costs of pensions are to be 
borne half by the dominion and half by 
the province. The maximum pension 
payable is $20 a month. It is paid to 
persons of 70 years of age or over. 

The cost of the scheme when effect- 
ive all over the dominion is estimated 
at $24,000,000 per annum; $12,000,000 
for the dominion and $12,000,000 di- 
vided among the different provinces. 
Legislation has also been passed which 
pernits the scheme to come into effect 
in the Yukon, 


BROWNLEE IS DIS. 
APPOINTED IN BRITAIN 


London, Aug. 18.—That the inter- 
est of American financiers in the 
wealth of Canada far exceeds that 
displayed by British capital is the 
opinion of Hon, J. E Brownlee, premier 
of Alberta, who is leaving for home
